OUR VISIT AND RECEPTION 

AT THE WHITE-HOUSE. 


The many garbled and exagger- 
ated statements made relative to 
our visit as a member of a com- 
mittee appointed to wait upon 
His Excellency, the President of 
the United States, and the treat- 
ment accorded us by His Excel- 
lency, renders it, in justice to the 
President of the United States, 
necessary that we should make a 
statement of facts: | 

I. President Cleveland received 
the delegation of colored citizens, 
who waited by appointment upon 
him with marked consideration 
and respect—treated them not con- 
descenditgly, but as American 
citizens. 


Il. The President listened at- 
tentively to the address of wel- 
come and the invitation to re- 
view the day parade -on the 


16th of April, and be present at 
the evening exercises read by us, 
and at the end of the reading, His 
Excellency expressed his pleasure 
in receiving: the committee and 
his interest in the object of their 
call, and signified his acceptance 
it official duties would permit. 

IIf. He did produce acopy of the 
BEE containing the following: 


“ It is time for every American 
Negro in the South to make an 
appeal to arms and fire every 
Democratic home where Negro 
killers live, from a palace to a hut, 
in retaliation for the foul and das- 
tardly murders that were com- 
mitted in the South.- We speak 
without fear and in defense of the 
helpless Negro. It is far more 
noble to die the death of a free- 
man than live an ignominious 
slave. The hundred and _ fifty- 
three electoral votes from the 
South were obtained through theft 
and assassination ; schemes of the 
most outrageons character were 
resorted to, Negroes murdered, 
ballot-boxes stuffed, etc., etc. Un 
der these circumstances, it will 
cost the lives of millions to in- 
augurate Grover Cleveland.” 

In a kind, dignified and courtly 
manner he called our attention to 
said article, and expressed his dis- 
approbation at its temper and the 
harm which soinfluential a journal 
as the Ber would do by dissem- 


inating such articles. 


We went in favorably impressed 
with President Cleveland, and re- 
tired from his presence with pro- 
tound admiration. He treated us 
not like a Negro, but like a 
man, face to face; not hypocriti- 
cally hke Hayes, but stood us 
upon the dead level of our man- 
hood, and impressed us that his ad- 
ministration was to be 80 con- 
ducted that such slogans of politi- 
cal warfare as were issued by 
Henri Watterson, editor of the 
Louisville Courier in summoning 
his 100,000 Democratic braves to 
resist the inauguration of a Repub- 
lican President, and the intimaticn 
ot the Bex that 100,000 or more 
Republicans would impede the 
way of a Democrat to the White 
House, also such assassination in- 
ducements as appeared in the 
Albany Argus pending the count 
in New York State would never 
have cause to exist in American 
politics hereafter, for which we 
are profoundly grateful, and ac- 
cept our rebuke as a blessing in 
disguise. With the result of the 
count we ceased to be pertisan 
and endeavored to be patriotic, 
and have, as oar columns will 
show, given our best | 
and honest efforts in educating 


the colored people to trust in the 
promises) for as yet they have 
nothing more (of the new Demo- 
eracy. Especially is this true as 
applied to ovr friends South, whom 
we again and again counseled to 
make friends with that party 
wherein their interest was best 
served. We were honest then; 
we are honest now in asserting 
that if the new Democracy will 
give the Negro q fair showing and 
treat him justly, aye, generously, 
there will be no need resorting to 
Copiah methods to suppress his 
vote, for the Negro is not ungrate- 
ful to his friends, as ie proven by 
his devotion to the Republican 
party. Let the Democratic party 
give furm as to their intention to- 
wards the Negro, and let him see 
something besides promises re- 
deemable ten or more days after 
Judgment. Let the Negro unce 
feel assured that his family, home, 
and school-houses are safe from 
the Ku-klux and the torch of the 
“unrestrained young men” of the 
South, and that killing a Negro is 
as much a murder as that of kill- 
ing a white man; let him feel that 
the law will reach offenders alike 
regardless of color. When that 
condition of aflairs is reached, 
our Democratic friends need give 
themselves no concern about the 
Negro vote, for the Negro has 
learned enough of American 
politics to throw off party shackles 
and discard political servitude— 
but the way must be opened and 
friendly hands extended, or else 
the Negro, backed by centuries of 
remembrance of treatment re- 
ceived, may still hesitate to give 
his confidence and vote to a party 
which has given no sign as to 
its course towards him. 


It can be seen by the files of the 
Bee that after it was decided that 
Mr. Cleveland was elected Presi- 


dent and his immortal declaration 
in favor of the Negroes of this 
country, the BEE was the first and 
only journal edited by black or 
white men of Republican con- 
victions that accepted the situation 
and asserted that hisadministration 
would reign with prosperity, and 
we advised the colored people not 
to be disturbed as to their rights 
being denied them. We pursued 
the same radical course in favor of 
our candidates, as our distin- 
guished contemporary, the Daily 
Post did—a conservative course 
in favor of its canaidates. The 
Post declined to discuss Mr. 
Blaine’s personal record, aud the 
Bee declined to discuss the slander 
that was circulated concerning 
Mr. Cleveland. Not one article 
can be found in the Bre concern- 
ing those outrageous slanders 
about him. We discussed the 
merits and demerits of the Demo- 
cratic party, and endeavored to 
show the reasons why the Negroes 
should support the Republican 
party. We were true to our con- 
victions and to the party that gave 
us liberty and freedom, and op- 
posed the party that opposed us; 
but while doing so we regarded 
and respected the personal charac- 
ter of Mr. Cleveland, as our issues 
will show. We denounced the 
Copiah, Danville and Louisiana 
massacres, becanse our people 
were being butchered. We be- 
lieve what his excellency said to 
us last Saturday concerning the 
colored people of the country. 
He asserted in language that can- 
not he misconstrued by the Amer- 
ican people, that the colored rave 
shall have equal political rights 
and recognition according to merit; 
that he and the party that he rep- 
resents will see that the colored 
people are protected; he asked 
the delegation and the intelligent 


colored men to aid him in dispell- 
ing the idea that a Democratic 
President and his party will in- 
jure them. 

These words were encouraging, 
and convinced us that Mr. Cleve- 
land meant what he said, and will 


do something very soon to con- 
vince the colored people that the 
Democratic administration is the 
colored race’s friend, and we shall 
do all in our power to give the 
race sach assuraace by the request 
of Mr. Cleveland.

BEFORE AND AFTER. 


Senator John Sherman was con- 
descending enough to appear on 
‘Change in Cincinnati on Satarday 
and tell his audience that the gen 
eral business out look is encourage- 
ing, that the party change in the 
Government is not an unm ixed evil, 
that he expects affairs to be admin. 
istered honestly and that he is, con- 
vinced that the head of the Govern- 
ment entertains the best inten tions.’ 
As there are not, in immediate 
sight at least, any partisan ends to 
be gained, the honorable Senator's 
expressions are probably intended 
to be sincere. How they tally with 


his pre-election views of the not 
only probable, but almost certain, re- 


sult of the election of a Democratic 
President most men know. 
Another person, who is just now 
putting all his weight on the reserve 
lever, is one William Calvin Chase, 
the colored editor of a weekly news- 
paper in this city and a $1,200 clerk 
in the War Department, who was

It is readily seen that the change 
of opinion of Mr. Chase, department 
clerk, is fully as decided as that of 


Mr. Sherman, Senator. The com- 
plete transformation of either has 


no parallel, except in case of other 
Republicans just like these two and 
that wonderful restoration of the al- 
most dead citizen appearing in the 
two cuts, “before taking” and “af 
ter taking.” 

It is no use to attempt to con- 
vince this class of Republicans of 
the absolute political depravity 
manifest in this style of warfare, for

INCIDENTS AND SCENES DURING 
HIS ILLNESS, 


The General’s Tenacious Struggle With 
His Disease. 


_ From the reports of the New York papers 
describing the varying phases of General 
Grant’s prolonged battle with disease, we 
‘ive the following further particulars: 


When General Grant awoke on Saturday 
ig he toid the doctors of a dream he 
e thought he was off traveling some- 
where afoot, carrying asatchel. He thought 
he was very poor, only half dressed and with- 
put money. This worried him a good deal,al- 
h, as he said, “I thought to myself 
that I ought to be used to it by this time. ‘ 
He felt himself altogether in a bad predica- 
ment, without money and without friends. 
He came to afence and got over it very 
wwkwardly, there being a stileone side only. 
When he got over he found that he had left 
the satchel on the other side and that he 
rould not get it unless he paid duty on every 
ptep of the stile as he went back. Then he 
thought he would go back home and borrow 
Yhe money of Mrs. Grant. He found she had 
only $17, and that was not enough, and then 
be was very glad to wake up. 

At 3:35 a. mu. Tuesday morning, the Gener- 
al, who had been sleeping quietly, waked u 
and took nourishment. Almost instantly af- 
terward he was seized with a paroxysm of 
coughing, which ended ina sudden flow of 
blood from the mouth. The accident that all 

long the physicians had feared had arrived. 

ravages of the disease had so weakened 
the walls of an artery of the throat 
that the strain of coughing burst it 

Dr. Douglas at once saw the gravity of the 
situation, aroused the family, and sent for 
‘riends gnd help. The general was perfectly 

e composedly wiped the blood from 
vis lips, manifesting not the slightest concern. 
The flow of blood stopped of itself after a 
time, and an anodyne was administered, 
ander the influence of which the patient was 
soon fast asleep. Dr. Sands went away ina 
short time, there being no ocvasion for his 
services; and soon after Dr. Douglas said 
that the immediate danger was over. 

Dr. Newman walked slowly down the front 
stoop in the drizzling rain at 6 a. M. Wednes- 
day morning aud went toward Madison 
evenue. ‘‘How is the general this morn- 
ing?’ he was asked, and he replied: 

‘He is stronger than yesterday, and the 

t weakness has in a measure disappeared. 
eis still ina critical condition and a very 
sick man, but it seems miraculous that he 
» should have been spatched from the jaws of 
death. When he was so weak he seemed to 
have lost his will power and to have sunk into 
a state of despondency. This 
ever, he appeared more like himself t he 
has for several days, and his wonderful will 
was again showing its yee The doctors 
do not know what to think of case. Such 
recuperative power is rarely, if ever, met 
with, and if it were not for the moral shock 
that the general received when his troubles 
began he would undoubtedly have been in a 
good condition to-day. His mind is perfectly 
clear and he is inclined to be cheerful. When 
I went from the library into his room a few 
moments ago to bid him good-bye I found 
him sitting imhis easy chair close by the 
bright fire. He turned his face toward me 
when I entered, and said in his quiet way 
and reverential tone: ‘‘Doctor, let us have 
our morning family prayer;” and calling hir 
family near him-we all knelt down and 
joined. in thanks to God for having spared 
our lives. The general closed the prayei 
with an “amen” softly spoken, and I left him 
then, looking happy and contented. 

The night bad been one of wind and rain, 
and yet out infront of the mansion theryv 
were crowds of people, expecting every min- 
ute to hear that the general’s wish had bees 
realized and that he had passedaway. They 
stood in the rain and wind, these people, and 
discussed the life of the dying man, recalling 
stirring scenes in which he was an actor, 
and minding not one whit the rain that 
beat down upon them. The raising 
of the window, the flicker of a gas 
light in the sick chamber, were all 
that was needed to set the hearts of then 
people beating, and snch a sight as that of 4 
messenger boy scurrying away, bulletin ir 
hand, setevery one agog with excitement 
So propitious were the beatings of the pulse 
and sanguine were the doctors tliat the day 
was not to see the close of General Grant’r 
life, that Mrs. Fred. Grant and Jesse Grant 
went out in the morning, probably for the 
benefit of the former's health. Visitors said 
that the constant attendance on her father 
had made her thin and nervous. 

General Rosser, the well known Confeder- 
ate cavalry leader, of South Carolina, was 
admitted tv the general’s room at 6:30 Pp. mM, 
and remained for twenty minutes. He 
brought with him some flowers, and the ex- 

ion of sympathy from many Southers 
earts that had been enlisted against the 
Union in the war. The old general could say 
little, but he was deeply moved at the affec- 
tionate shown by one who had been a 
bitter foe in the days gone by. After Genera) 
Rosser had gone he spoke to his family of the 
oy that the Confederate officer played 

the war. 

An express wagon brought a | box of 
flowers that had been sent trom Philadelphia 
by Mr. G. W. Childs. They were invoiced at 
$140, and the expressman said that a similar 
box was to be delivered daily. Senator Chaf- 
fee, who had spent the night at the house, 
called again in the forenoon, and when he 

came out he said that the general had walked 
around g little while he was there, and talked 
readily with everybody. His face was ful) 
and showed no evidences of sickness, but his 
body was greatly emaciated. 


Shortly after 8 rp. m., Mr. Chaffee and U. 
8. Grant, Jr., came out together and walke 
toward Fifth avenue. Mr. Chaffee said tha’ 
they left General Grant resting quietly anc 
free from pain. At 8:30 Samuel Clemen 
(Mark Twain) up the front steps anc 
went into the house. fir Clemens bore +t 
message tothe general from an intimat 
friend. Hedid notsee the sick man. A 
8:40 Dr. Newman came to spend the nigh 
with the sufferer. 

On Thursday, which was the twentieth an 
niversary of General Lee’s surrender at A 
pomattox, there was a great improvement

The green was lit- 
erally packed with a mass of cars, car- 
riages and people afoot. The advent of the 
royal party was hailed with tremendous 
cheering. Many persons were crowded 
in past the escort of Lancers. The Prince of 
Wales took all these irregularities good na- 
turedly, and reassured the displaced bet 
tators by shaking hands cordially with all of 
them within his reach. Earl Spencer, the 
Irish viceroy, was loudly cheered.

RIGHT BUILDINGS FALL. 


PAPER WALLS CAUSE AN AWFUL 
CRASH. 


A Block of New York Death Traps-- 
Fifty Workmen Caught in the Col- 
lapse--Rumors that Six Were 
Killed--Many Badly Injured. 
Searching the Ruins, 


A large number of workmen were putting 
the finishing touches to a row of eight five- 
story brick tenement houses on Sixty-second 
street, between Tenth and Eleventh avenues, 
in New York, when they suddenly gave way 
and tumbled to the ground with a terrific 
crash. Describing the accident a metropoli- 
tan paper says : 

Five men were putting the roof on the sec- 
ond house from Tenth avenue when the crash 
came. They, like their comrades on the up- 

r stories of other houses, were rescued with 

ittle trouble. Fourteen men were rescued 
within an hour of the crash. They were 
taken to the Roosevelt hospital. Police Inspec- 
tor Dilks and Fire Commissioners Purroy 
and Van Cott were soon elbowing their 
way to the front. Building I tor D’Oench 
and Street-Cleaning Commissioner Coleman 
followed. Mr. Van Cott obtained from the 
mayor authority to hire 100 men, 
soon busy. 
insurance patrol were soon at work in the 


debris. 
To this force was added an army of volun- 
teers. metimes the laborers came to a big - 


timber which was fastened down by the shat- 
tered roof and portions of the wall. A lo 
rope would be fastened to the end of the stic 
and three hundred vigorous arms would drag 
it out. The bricks thade an incessant clatter 
as the men in the ruins surrounded them- 
selves with a rude barricade. It was re 
marked that no mortar clung to the loosened 
bricks. 

Every one who saw the houses fall used the 
same simile in describing it: ‘‘They feil like 
a row of dominoes,” The hcuses were on the 
south side of the street, and the first of the 
row was about two hundred feet from Tenth 
avenue. They were five-story “double- 
deckers,” built asthe sequel proves, in the 

rest manner and with the flimsiest ma- 
Gangs of roofers and 
were at work in the houses at about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Suddenly there was a long, 
stra:.ge rumble, then a crash as the east wall 
of the first house caved in upon its neighbor. 
House No. 2 quickly followed, and with a 
protracted clatter the entire row fell in 
a heap. The noise was heard for btocks, and 
a cloud of gray dust filled the air. Men 
whose tattered clothing was covered with 
dirt and whose faces were bleeding crept out 
from under the mass, and such as were abie 
to doso walked away. 

Meanwhile a crowd rushed from all quar- 
ters into Sixty-second street. The wildest 
stories were set afloat. There were, it was 
said, 100 men under the ruins. This figure 
came down to fifty and at last lower still 
when it was learned that Jess than forty men 
were employed in the houses. One estimate 
was that five laborers, eight carpenters, two 
bricklayers, four masons and nineteen framers 
were employed in the buildings. A boy was 
sent to the Roosevelt hospital with the news, 
and soon ambulances came hurrying to the 

t. An alarm brought the firemen, and 
the ominous signal of twenty-five consecutive 
strokes was sounded. This isa call for all 
the ambulances in the city. The hospitals 
responded promptly, one from the Presby- 
tian, covering the distance from Madison 
avenue and Seventieth street in five fninutes. 

Sixty-second street, between Tenth and 
Eleventh avenues,is rough and uneven as any 
country road, and theambulances made their 


_ way cautiously between piles of loam. The 


use of this material in place of sand iu pre 
paring mortar is one of the principal reasons 
why r. Buddensiek’s houses felt. 

Captain Killilea, of the Twenty-second po- 
lice’precinct, led his reserves to the scene. 
Finding them unable to deal with the crowd 
he sent to other précincts for aid. 

The police barred the streets at Tenth and 
Eleventh avenues and prevented people from 
approaching through Mr. Buddensiek's Sixty- 
first street house, As the night drew ont 
air became sharp, and the crowd, tired of 
waiting when there was nothing to be seen, 
slowly dispersed. Coroner Martin and bis 
deputy, Dr. William T. Jenkins, lingered 
about the ruin, both expressing the hope that 
there would be no need of their official services. 
By 1 P. mM. sixteen men had been taken out 
injured more or less severely, and about 
twelve more were reported m ‘ 

The contractor for the erection of the build- 
ings is one Charles Buddensiek, who has be- 
fore been in trouble on account of his reck- 
lessness in building operations. He disap- 
peared shortly after the disaster, but the 
police were sent upon his track. The flimsiest 
materials were used in erecting the buildi 
and that is assigned as the cause of their col- 


lapse.
